, s, weeds and timber, strong 

deposits Of alkali, may make water 
impure, but nature usually filters it 
through sand and rock so that the 
impurities are taken up 

In cities an enormous .-.mount of 
impurities, things that decay, are 
dumped into the lake oi the river 
from which drinking-water Is taken, 

and the result is outbreaks of ty- 
phoid fever, diphtheria, and other 
diseases that destroy life. 

For seventy-five years, in New 
York City, and more than forty 
years in Chicago, engineers anil 
scientists have been preparing and 
carrying out plans for giving the 
people pure water, and the effort 
has given a number of boys (now- 
mown men) opportunities to prove 
the valne Of study and hard work. 

Sonic time ago, in crossing the 
Rattlesnake Range, in Wyoming, 
I saw a small stream of water com- 
ing down a slope. My driver said: 

" Want a drink ?" 

"Sure." 

He stopped the horses and I 
jumped from the buckboard 
down on my hands and knees, and 
took a long drink of the ice cold 
water. When I had finished and 
>vas back in the seat beside him, he 
said : 

" The government is spending 
two and a half million dollars to 
take thai water down on tin- plain 
and have it irrigate Ihe land I 
figure If you to pay for that drink 
of water, considering what the 
stream is expected to do in the 
future for Ihe new dry land, it 
would cost you about lifiy cents." 

Weeks later, when 1 had return- 
ed to Chicago but still had the 
memory in my mind of that drink 
in the mountains, 1 standing in the 
pumping station of the Kast Chicago 
Avenue Waterworks when the en- 
gineer in charge, pointing to a eer 
tain pump, said : 

"That is furnishing this section 
Of the City with 13,000,000 gallons 
of water daily. If nece 
could furnish 'OP gallons a 

day 

That is, al its lowest capacity, 
the pump, one of the many scatter- 
ed throughout the city, was giving 
the people in M>~-> days four billion, 
three hundred and eighty thousand 
gallons (d watei , or for each inhabit- 
ant Something over two thousand 
gallons annually ; and every effort 
is made to keep the water pure. 

An ordinary healthful person 
should drink two quarts of water a 

day. Then there is the water to be 

used in washing tin- body, in kitchen 
work in the bathroom, which really 
brings the average individual use 
of water up to about Seven gallons 
a day, and if this seven gallon- 
not pure, all kinds of bodily ailments 
follow 

Which leads into I he story of why 
water must be pure for those who 
drink it and how tin- water supply 

of a large city is guarded. Inci- 
dentally, there is aNo a story in 
this of a boy who discovered the value 
of filtering impure water through 
sand and gravel. He is now a grown 
man, but what he told me is certain 
to Interest others, especially boys 
that hope to be engineers themselves 

soon day and work out similar 
problems. 

The city of Chicago is now build- 
ing near the northern end of its 
limits a pumping station, the great 
concrete foundations of which 
shown in one o( the illustrations, 
and an intake of which the protect- 
ing crib is shown. For years the 
> and other decaying matter 
of this section of tin- city has been 
thrown into Lake Michigan from 
which drinking and bathing water 

supply has been drawn. The im- 
purities mixed with the pure water 
and caused diseas 
An engineei was isked how be 

could make it possible for tin- 
pure matter to be taken away 

the pure Water be retained for use. 
In general terms, he repli. 

" I would build a tonne! from 
fifty lo eighty feet underground, 
and which extended out into the 



ke to an intake (a place where 

water is taken in) some 2,000 feet. 



I would have this tunnel run actc 

I lie city to the north branch of the 
river. Then I would build great 
pumps and, while the impurities' 
were lodging in this tunnel, would 
pump pure water in and force them 
into the river. The river watei 
not used for drinking purpose. The 
impurities will tloat down its sur- 

and, in a distance of twel 
miles at the least, will, through , 
posure to the sun and air, become 
aerated, or pure, amino one will 
be harmed." 

So, at an expense of several mil- 
lion dollars, the city is doing this, 
in order to preserve health and keep 
the drinking watei of Ihe lake pure. 

"I was called upon once," said 
the engineer in question, George W. 
Jackson, " to bore a tunnel under 
Pike's Peak, in Colorado, r didn't 
wholly succeed, pahtly through 
youth and Inexperience, and partly 
because I didn't have any mom 

Hut I learned a good many things 
that proved of value to DM all. 
wards, 

" When I was a very young boy 
there was a spring on a farm oil 
which I woiked. Where the water 
first came out of this spring the Bur- 
nt the ground, it was very 
poisonous Even ihe cattle could 

not touch it, and the spring w 
kept fenced in to keep animals and 
people from it. 
"About twenty feet from where 

tin- water first appeared it again 
sank into the ground and did not 
appear again for nearly a, thousand 
feet, and then on the other side of 
the field. Where it came out the 
it was Absolutely pure — one of I he 

sweetest drinking waters Ievertac 

As a boy I could not uiul, 
stand why at one spot the water 
should be dangerous and ohlj 
short distance away be pure. 

" When I began the Hike'- IV 
work, I fou u 
one spot that I warned my men of. 

I I even gave off a gas that when 
inhaled would stupefy ;l person, 
and if enough were taken, kill him. 
We lost several hi urougli 
carelessness in handling them 
this spring. 

"Later, I discovered that this 
spring had another outlet, nearly 
half a mile from the first one, anil 
there the water was pure. The 
spring on the farm Immediate 
came back to my mind, and 1 
determined to solve the tnyste 

I came Fast, visited the farm, and 

although I guess the people thought 
I wa requested permission 

:r out the course of the spring. 

I'his I secured, and then, put 
ling men to work, I followed that 
spring from its source to its final 
outlet, discovering that shortly after 
the impure water started on il.s 
journey it struck a buried 
sand and gravel through which it 
slowly filtered and in which is | 
all its impurities. I hastened be 

to Colorado, made a gravel he. - 
tho deadly spring there, let the 

r percolate through it, and got 
pure water for my men in the 
Camp Then I extended this till 
lion principle to city plains and at 
intakes made sand gravel fill, 
that proved Of great value.
